'member of tho Royal Canadian Air Force, a Prisoner 
of War.

Date & Plaoo of Trial: 15-25 March 1946, at Aurich, Germany, 
before a Canadian Military Court. 

Charge :(1) Conmitting a war crime in that ho, in or near 

Wilhelmshavon, Germany, on or about tho l6th day 
of October 1944, in violation of the laws and 
usages of war, did fire, with intent to kill, trvro 
shots from a firoorm, into tho body of a member of 
. the Royal Canadian Air Faroe, a prisoner of war. 

(2) (Alternative to tho first charge). 

Conmitting a war crime in that ho, in or noar 
Wilhelmshavon, Germany, on or about the l6th day of 
Ootober 1944, in violation of the laws and usagoB 
of war, wounded tho sane member of the Royal 
Canadian Air Force,a prisoner of war, by firing 
two shots , from a firearm into his person. 

Verdict: Guilty,

Camp Case). 

Date & Place of Trial: 29th March - 11th May 1946, at Dachau, 
Gcmany, before a Military Government Court, 

Charge: The aocuood were charged with aiding, abetting 

or participating in a common design to subjeot the 
nationals of the countries of Europe and of the 
United States of America, to killings, tortures, 
indignitios and othor brutalities, in violation of 
the laws and usages of war. 

Verdict: All the oocused found guilty. 

Sentences: Death by hanging, 58.

49) Trial of Heinz Andorgassen, August Sohiffer and Albert Storz, 

Date & Plaoo of Trial: 9 - 15th January 1946, before a Military 
Commission at Naples, 

Violation of the law of war. 

In that they did on or about 20. Feb, 48, kill, 
summarily, an officer of the Army of the United 

* States, who hod boen recently captured and was a 
prisoner of war', by causing him to bo hanged by the 
neck until dead. 

In*that they did on or about 19 March 1945, kill 
summarily an officer and an N.C.O, of the British 
Amy, and an officor of the Army of the United 
States, who had then recently been captured and 
wero prisoners of war, by oausing then to be shot 
to death with a gun. 

In that they did on or about 27 March 1945 kill 
Bumraarily two officers and a*,N.C.O. of the Army of 
tho United States who had then rooently been cap¬ 
tured and were prisoners of war, by cauei:ig each of 
them to bo shot to doath with a gun, 
a11 the accused found guilty. 

All threo to suffer doath by hanging.
